Comparisons 

It is easy, if not entirely hon- 
est intellectually, to make star- 
tling comparisons. As late as 1937 
total government 
were a little more than $7 billion. 
In 1959 we will pay out that much 
in farm subsidies alone. Why? 
Because we are to have bumper 
crops. The weather has been just 
great for all the price supported 
items. In 1914, before the first of 
the two great wars, we spent less 
than $700 million on government. 

In 1915 the public debt was less 
than $2 billion dollars. Today it 
is pushing $280 billions. 

But, these comparisons merely 
illustrate the changes and the 
needs, the damage done by wars 
and inflations, by growing popu- 
lations, and by government's deci- 
sion that the business of govern- 
ment includes the welfare of its 
people. They prove nothing about 
today save that today things cost 
more. 

Despite the Adams case, and 
those much worse, the average 
government worker does a good 
job. Stealing and chicanery are 
the exceptions in federal govern- 
ment, even though rather com- 
monplace in many state govern- 
ments. : 

This year, because the federal 
income is off because of the re- 
cession, we are likely to have a 
$3 billion deficit. In 1959, the ex- 
perts guess it will be somewhere 
between $6 and $12 billion. 

All of this is a part of the night- 
mare which neighs and stamps 
through the Presidential bedroom. 
It has been there before—in many 
administrations. It knows its way 
around. 

The President, like many men 
before him, is certain to be re- 
minded of his campaign pledges. 
Eating old speeches is a part of 
the menu of every president. Not 
every candidate is as frank as the 
late Wendell Willkie. When re- 
. minded of certain abandoned as- 
. sertions ‘n his speeches, he dis- 
missed them lightly. ‘“‘Just some 
campaign oratory,” he said. 


Hound’s Tooth 

Mr. Eisenhower probably 
wishes, many times, he had never 
said anything about an adminis- 
tration being clean as a hound’s 
tooth. He likely winces at recall- 
ing his statement that he would 
bring the best brains to Wash-

$18 Million 
State Deficit 
Seen for ’59 


The State of Georgia will spend 
at least $336,439,306 during the 
current fiscal year — about $18 
million more than it expects to 
collect in revenue. 

Gov. Griffin announced at his 


press conference that he has ap- 
proved budgets calling for expen- 
diture of $330,639,306 during the 
year that began July 1. In addi- 
tion, he has promised to transfer 
another $5.8 million from the re- 
serve fund for other spending pur- 


poses. 

Under budget allotments ap- 
proved or promised, the state will 
operate in the red to the tune of 
around $18 million this year. This 
is based on a prediction by Reve 
nue Commissioner T. V. Williams 
Sr. that income during the year 
will run about the same as last— 
$318.5 million. 

The deficit must be made up 
from the $29 million treasury sur- 
plus. Thus, barring no additional 
spending, the surplus will be

Cook said that as a matter of 
course, the bonding companies 
proLably would bring in the per- 
sons responsible for the ‘“‘loss” as 
parties to the suit. 

But in that case, the bonding 
companies and not the state would 
have the worry of collecting from 
the guilty persons. 


CRIMINAL CHARGES 


“I don’t expect the state to lose 
a dime out of the transactions at 
Baxley,” Cook asserted. 

The attorney general said this 
did not mean that the state was 
not also going to act on the crim- 
inal charges involved. ‘‘Some one 
is going to be penalized criminal- 
ly as well as civilly,” he stated. 

There are reports that the state 
wil’ seek to recover only $103,000 
of the money paid out to Baxley 
o fraudulent records. A Highway 
Dept. report showed Baxley failed 
to use $143,000 within contract 
limits, but a subsequent report 
said $103,000 was not used any- 
where for roads. 

Asked for comment on Cook’s 
plan to sue the bonding compa- 
nies, Gov. Griffin said that ‘‘every- 
one responsible in the Highway 
Dept. should be included in the 
suit.”

Finance Panel Slaps Ike 
By Modifying Trade Bill

WASHINGTON—The Senate Finanec Committee 
in a stinging rebuff to President Eisenhower voted 12-2 
Thursday for a drastically modified bill to extend the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreement Act. 


The administration, through 
Secretary of Commerce Sinclair 
Weeks, promptly pledged an all- 
out fight to seek restoration of 
the President’s original proposals 
when the bill comes before the 
Senate for debate. 

As approved by the committee, 
the bill would extend the pro- 
gram for three years instead of 
five as the President asked. It 
would also sharply limit the Pres- 
ident’s power to overrule the 
Tariff Commission on questions 
of higher tariffs. And it would 
so broaden the definition of ‘‘na- 
tional security”’ that it might be

SURPRISING ACTION 


All of these provisions were | 
vigorously opposed by the ad-| 
ministration. The Senate commit: | 
tee’s action was doubly surpris- 
ing in that it came just one day 
short of one month after the 
House on June 11 voted 317-98 to 
approve the measure in a form 
closely paralleling the President’s 
original request. Observers had 
expected some minor modifica- 
tions in the Senate committee, 
but not the major changes ap- 
proved Thursday. 

Weeks told a news conference 
that the bill was ‘‘a very bad 
result from the committee.” 

He singled out the three major 
amendments and another that 
would bar cumulative yearly in- 


creases in the _ percentage 
amounts by which the President 
might reduce tariffs as ‘‘very 
substantial changes from the 
House bill.” 


CALLED UNWORKABLE 


He described as ‘‘unworkable’ 
the national security amendment, 
which would require the Presi- 
dent, through the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization, to consider 
the economic effects on domestic 
industries of his decisions on tar- 
iff increases. He said it would 
‘“‘make the ODM duplicate the 
work of the Tariff Commission.”’ 


Weeks said the escape clause 
amendment — the one restrict- 
ing the President’s authority to 
overturn Tariff Commission rul- 
ings — was “completely unac- 
ceptable.” He sald it ‘“‘complete- 
ly emasculates the legislation.” 

‘“‘We shall continue to fight to 
get the legislation that we think 
is to the benefit of this country,” 
he said. “This is a very, very 
vital matter for the future of this 
country. It is a very bad result 
from the committee.”

Shortly after The Constitution’s Jack 
Nelson broke the story on what now com- 
monly is termed “the Baxley mess,” 
Highway Board Chairman Roy Chalker, 
flanked by other officials, held his now- 
famous press conference. 

Surrounded with voluminous facts 
and figures, they proclaimed solemnly 
that certain irregularities in contracts 
had been found but that actually the 
state wound up several thousand dollars 
ahead in work actually accomplished. 
Now, many months after the atternpted 
whitewash, the truth is out: the “uncon- 
firmed rumors” have been confirmed; the 
work was not done. 

Still missing, however, is the $103,- 
868 in taxpayers’ funds and its final rest- 
ing place is the mystery which the in- 
vestigators and the courts must unravel. 
Falsification of records is not the least 
of the charges to which somebody should 
answer. Even in these days when gov- 
ernment deals in millions, $103,868 is 
quite a lot of money to hard-pressed citi- 
zens who wonder how they can meet their 
tax bills. 

Wednesday, Gov. Griffin, laying aside 
his charges of “politics” and persecution 
by the newspapers for once, showed he 
might be aware finally that something is 
amiss at Baxley. “Somebody fell down on 
the job or you wouldn't have a mess like 
that.” the governor declared. He indicated 
some heads might fall when responsibil- 
ity can be placed, adding he felt sure 
“the highway board would do what the 
governor wants.” 

Here again the governor disclosed an 
essential evil in the highway depart- 
ment setup. While the board supposedly 
is independent of the governor and 1e- 
sponsible to the Legislature, in practice 
it is not. The board under the present 
setup is a tool of the governor. And an 
inescapable fact is that a close friend cf 
the governor—the mayor of Baxley—is in 
this thing up to his neck. 

Firing people will not return the miss- 
ing funds to the State Treasury, although 
obviously “somebody fell down on the 
job.” If there has been fraud and if state 
money has been stolen through falsifi- 
cation of records, those responsible 
should go to jail. 

Meanwhile, continued disclosures of 
irregularities elsewhere lend no com- 
fort to those who would like to believe 
the “Baxley mess” is an isolated inci- 
dent. 

Let the investigators find the facts 
and let the courts do their duty in end- 
ing these breaches of trust which are 
so destructive to confidence in state 
government,

Judge Moore Pin points 
Important Jury Facts 


Judge Virlyn B. Moore has given the 
current Fulton County Grand Jury an 
excellent charge. 

We wish to call attention to a very 
significant portion of that charge. 

“Be sure,” he told the jury and its 
officers, “that what you do is founded 
on facts. Be sure the evidence adduced 
before. you is sufficient to obtain con- 
viction.” 

The Atlanta Constitution regards the 
grand jury system as a necessary adjunct 
of our form of government. We have 
viewed with regret the seeming fact that 
more and more people pay less and less 
attention to grand jury findings. We think 
the reason for this is covered in Judge 
Moore's charge. Too many indictments 
have been returned which were not 
backed by evidence enough to convict. 
A grand jury is not supposed to vote a 
true bill unless there is, in its collective 
judgment, adequate evidence. 

Secondly, as a friend and supporter 
of the grand jury system, we would urge 
the jury not to be led into politics, 
Many persons try to use a grand jury 
for political purposes. A political sum- 
mer is upon us. 

Foreman Edgar Shukraft, a frequent 
juryman and foreman and a one-time 
candidate for mayor of Atlanta, and his 
associates as officers of the jury and the 
members themselves will, we trust, not 
allow this session to degenerate into fish- 
ing expeditions. Some other grand juries 
of the not too distant past were not, in 
our opinion, careful enough. 

By all means let Judge Moore's charge 
and the instructions to be sure the evi- 
dence is enough for conviction be the 
guiding light of this jury which must 
work in a political summer.

is being illustrated in the House committee’s inquiry into matters 
running from A to G—that is, from Sherman Adams to. Bernard 


Goldfine. 

A congressional hearing room is 
not a courtroom and can never 
be. But the very absence of the 
restraints of a proper court pro- 
ceeding often creates a vulgar 
parody of a trial. For the con- 
gressional committee will sit 
simultaneously as grand jury, 
prosecutor, judge and trial jury— 
with some of the functions of de- 
fense counsel, too, being loudly 
and inexpertly exercised by a few 
of the members. 


The “Adams-Goldfine Commit- 
tee” is far from a horrible ex- 
ample. It is an unusually re- 
sponsible group as congressional 
investigators go. Its chairman, 
Rep. Oren Harris of Arkansas, is 
a fair-minded and leading mem- 
ber of the House. A first-rate man 
as a person, he is highly respected 
by those who know him best, his 
own colleagues. 

Thus here is a congressional 
investigating unit that is consid- 
erably better than most and one 
with a chairman who is very much 
better than most. 

Nevertheless, once Harris puts 
an end to one kind of error, an- 
other pops up. Not long ago he 
had to clean up the procedures 
by which a good deal of hearsay 
and clearly malicious evidence 
was being allowed to go into the 
record. 

And then came Goldfine’s valid 
complaint, theatrically shrill 
though it was, that a committee

Now “‘bugging”’ does go on. But 
few would defend it except in 
rare, grave cases Where infamous 
crimes against public safety or 
national security are involved. 

No sensible congressman could 
ever justify this essentially law- 
less practice as a proper one for 
the highest law-making body of 
this country. Certainly Harris 
would never have sanctioned it, 
as he has so clearly shown. 

All the same, the incident did 
happen. And it happened primar- 
ily because congressional investi- 
gations are what they are. They 
are necessarily political—less so 
under a good than a bad chair- 
man, but political always. 

They are never truly objective, 
as is a court, nor could they be.

Bernard Goldfine, for example, 
is surrounded by a battalion of 
public relations men. How does 
objective truth emerge from a 
contest between hucksterism on 
the defense side and irresponsible, 
penny-ante snoopism on the com- 
mittee side? 

Truth is one of the victims of 
this sort of procedure. 

But perhaps the chief of all vic- 
tims is the dignity of the Congress 
of the United States.

WASHINGTON—It’s a good thing Alaska 
didn’t have to go through the U.N. Security 


Council to become the 49th state. 


The Kremlin 


would have vetoed for sure. Soon the state of Alaska will bring the 
show-window of American freedom and democracy to the frontier, 
to within waving distance of the Soviet Union. 


Perhaps the very presence and 
proximity of the 49th state will 
be felt by some of the Russian 
people. The State Department and 
Ambassador Menshikov might well 
arrange “cultural exchanges” 
across the short span of the 
Bering Strait which separates 
the United States and the U.S.S.R. 

These Alaskan-Soviet neighbors 
could discuss what they have in 
common—sturdy character and an 
exciting, unexplored, pioneer part 
of the world—and their differ- 
ences. 

One of the differences between 
the new member of the American 
Union and the newer members of 
the Soviet Union—a _ difference 
which we can find-very gratifying 
—is this: 

The people of the 49th state 
have been clamoring to get into 
the United States while the peo- 
ple of Estonia, Latvia and Lithu- 
ania, who once had their free- 


over their shoulders as they elect 
‘a governor, a state legislature, 
two U. §S. senators and a repre- 
sentative this fall. They will not 
be forced to vote for only one 
party or only one slate of candi- 
dates. Once they install a govern- 
ment, they can vote it out next 
time. 


It is interesting to note that de- 
spite its so-called remoteness, 
Alaskan political sentiment has 
usually paralleled national politi- 
cal sentiment in the United States. 
Thus Alaska went strongly Re- 
publican in 1952 when the Repub- 
licans took both -Houses of the 
Territorial Legislature and began 
to turn Democratic as the Demo- 
crats started their upsurge in the 
nation in 1954. 


There is no doubt that Alaska 
and Alaskans earned statehood 
in their own right. They nour- 
ished strong self-government; 
they drafted a superb new state 
constitution; they developed the 
country better than might be ex- 
pected under the red-tape handi- 
cap of absentee ownership in 
Washington. |

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
House voted 295-46 Thursday to 
extend the government’s security 
program to all federal employes. 

The measure is designed tc 
overcome a Supreme Court ruling 
that the program applie: only to 
employes in sensitive positions af- 
fecting the national security. 

The bill would provide that the 
head of any U.S. government de- 
partment or agency may suspend 
the employmient of any civilian of.- 
ficer or employe ‘“‘when deemed 
necessary in the interest of na- 
tional security.” 

It says that following a suspen- 
sion, within 30 days, any employe 
will have an opportunity to show 
why he should be restored to duty. 

Following an investigation and 
review the department or agency 
head may terminate the employ- 
ment of the suspended employe 
whenever he determines it neces- 
sary or advisable. 

The measure provides for an ap- 
peal to the Civil Service Commis. 
sion. 

The House added its version to 
a much-narrower Senate bill. The 
Senate bill simply added one pro 
vision to existing law to make sus- 
pension discretionary. The meas- 
ure now goes back to the Senate.

A friend of mine chided me mildly recently for having through 
the years of writing about her made my mother, Muv, sound cld. 
= jo astonished, she said, to find that Muv is “only 65, which is 
not old.” 

Of course, it isn’t. I know that. And yet I can’t deny that in 
some ways Muv seems as old to me as time itself. 


I thought about it the other day when she finished off her 
summer visit, packed the old valise, which I used to take to 
camp when I was a child, carefully swathed the roots of a few 


little plants she acquired while here in waxed paper and kissed 
us all goodbye. 


“Fare thee well, fare thee well!” she cried, waving briskly in 
imitation of some long dead country neighbor. “I’m right now gone! 
If the Lord lets me, I’m going to stay in my own diggings until 
Christmas. You all come!” 

She was gone and I returned to my own diggings, thinking about 
her. The first time I remember celebrating her birthday she was 
28 years old—decrepit old age itself to a child. When she was 35 I 
remember hearing her tell the clerk that a certain hat was ‘‘too 
frivolous for a middle-aged woman.” 

‘“‘Muv, are you middle-aged?” I asked respectfully. She nodded. 
Half 70 was certainly middle-aged, she felt, and time to start be- 
having—in public anyhow—like a sedate aging matron. When she was 
in her early 40’s I was married and she promptly became “elderly.” 
And before she was 50 I remember her assuring her oldest grand- 
child that she was ‘“‘Old—older than any dog in the world.” 


But I don’t think her emphasis on her age is altogether re- 
sponsible. I think I may have regarded her as older than she 
is, chronologically speaking, because she grew up in a time and 
place that made her recollections seem to go back to the Amer- 
ican Revolution. 


South Georgia in Muv’s day was still relatively undeveloped 
country. City conveniences were to be had in many places but she 
grew up with candles and kerosene lamps and wood stoves. She was 
nurtured, as a child, on stcries of the hardships of Reconstruction 
Days and, to my mind, it was as if she had lived in those days her- 
self. 

She learned the old-fashioned. primitive ways of doing things 
and she remembered clearly the first train she ever saw and the 
exciting to-do over the first automobile. Her tales of Saturday night 
shopping at Henry Paulk’s store in Willacoochee may have im- 
pressed far more than the fact that I also saw her wearing flapper 
dresses in the 20s, playing rag-time on the piano and dancing the 
Charleston. 


Everybody’s mother wore short dresses and hats that drooped 
around their eyebrows but not many remembered, as my mother 
did, country relatives who kept a barrel of brown sugar in the 
‘‘side room’’ where a child could hide in the cool shadows on a 
hot day and suck on lumps of dark, sweet sugar. Many of Muv’s 
favorite uncles were Confederate veterans. Some of her aunts 
still cherished in trunks in the attic dresses with trains and 
bustles. She remembered clearly that her cousin’s beau went 
off to the Spanish American War and she herself went to Liberty 
Bond rallies in World War I. 


Sixty-five, I know, isn’t old. But what a chunk of history It 
spans! 

Her dark hair is still only slightly touched by gray and the 
reason she skins it back in an old-fashioned knot is that short, 
permanent-waved hair-do’s take more attention tnan she cares to 
steal from her garden. She has an erect carriage and a trim figure 
and could, if she chose, wear pedal pushers and maybe even shorts. 
But she'd rather be dead. 

“A pretty piece of goods gathered into a skirt looks far better 
than my old hide,”’ she points out. She does mean old and I suppose 
I do too.

Aquamarines set in plat- 
inum or gold go well with dark 
hair, a light complexion, but 
dark sapphires, amethysts, and 
garnets do not. 

Brunettes—Women with black 
hair and blue or grey eyes will 
find the most flattering stones 
are aquamarine or golden to- 
paz, both combined with sap- 
phires. Brown eyes take to 
aquamarines set in platimum 
and worn with rubies. 

Red - haired women — they 
should wear emeralds, jade, 
sapphires, amethysts, or pearls 
with pink luster.

Meals this season can be just like those back on 
the farm. Maybe the moderns don’t cook out of a 
black bottom pot, but there are enough fresh vege- 
tables now to remind everyone of the dozens that were 
served at one time, back when. 


Even though the demand for 
fresh vegetables is as great now 
as in the old days, there is a 
trend toward “fancying up”’ the 
ordinary vegetable, whether 
served as the main course or as 
a salad. Instead of having just 
plain cauliflower have ‘‘cauli- 
flower Italienne.”’ 


The simple way to make it 
is by steaming a whole cauli- 
flower until it is barely tender, 
and then topping it with a 
creamy sauce flavored with ripe 
olives, nutmeg and Parmesan 
cheese. For an informal lunch- 
eon cauliflower Italienne may 
be ringed with carrots, green 
beans, or other vegetables espe- 
cially liked. 

Sauces and dressings are the 
secret of many a cook’s success 
in the kitchen. This green god- 
dess dressing is one that is ver- 


satile enough to be used with 
many vegetable salads.

The famed 
American hamburger teams up 
with a spicy Espanola Sauce 
to prove that the U.S. and 
Mexican food customs can be 
combined. 

The sauce in this recipe fs 
typical of other highly sea- 
soned sauces used in Mexican 
dishes, onions, catchup chili 
sauce, parsley and oregano all 
play an integral part. The pars- 
ley adds color and oregano 
lends the distinctive flavor to 
this dish. Actually, the name 
Oregano is Spanish for wild 
marjoram. 

These burgers with a Span- 
ish-type topping provide ex- 
cellent fare for a Saturday 
supper. You don’t have to go 
to the nearby picnic areas to 
have an outing, either, plan it 
so you can enjoy your own 
back yard .. . the menu is a 
‘lazy man’s” choice. Summer 
designates no additional fuss 
and bother for meals. 

Grill the hamburgers on your 
outdoor cooking unit. Remem- 
ber, the patties should be 
placed about 2 inches from 
the heat. The charcoal briquets 
or coals should be just glow- 
ing. 

It's best never to cook meat 
over flames. Wrap the ears of 
corn in alluminum foil and 
cook them over the coals. 

The Espanola Sauce you can 
prepare ahead of time. To keep 
it warm, simply set it on the 
back part of the grill... away 
from the direct heat of the 
coals. Potato salad, deviled 
eggs. and crabapples finish 
the first act of the menu. The 
finale of the menu brings forth 
delicious peach shortctake. 

Ground beef in itself is one 
of the most unassuming meats 
displayed by meat retailers. 
Yet with just a bit of ingenuity 
on the part of the homemak- 
er, versatile ground beef can 
be transformed into hundreds 
of hundreds of different dishes.

They 
are refrigerated, unwashed and 
covered with transparent plas- 
tic wrapping, for as long as 10 
days. They're great to use in 
cobblers and pies, tarts and 
rolypolys, to say nothing of muf- 
fins. 


Usually our first blueberries 


_ of the season go into a regular 


muffin batter with maybe a hint 
of lemon rind, a dusting of 
sugar and cinnamon over the 
top. But this year hark back to 
America’s early days and team 
the berry with cornmeal to make 
a sturdy quick bread. Serve 
these muffins piping hot: if 
there are any leftover, reheat 
them. But that’s our taste, you 
may like them cool.
